The Cantract Law. 

Hon. Emerson H. George of 
Moignn county, author of the new 
'contract law" that passed the 
last legislature, has sent from bis 
iC an explanation of the work- 
ings of the law. Before coming 
to Mr. George's explanation, two 
poiuts must bo observed: 1st. 
For the contract to ho valid and 
binding, it mnst bo in writing. 
2nd. It must bo recorded in the 
ordinary's office. 

Following is Mr. George's ex- 
planation of the law: 

I have had many inquiries over 
the state touching the provisions of 
the new contract law, which was 
ecently passed by the general as- 
sembly, and of which I was the 
author. 

"The purpose of the law is to 
create a system out of the confu- 
sion that has hitherto prevailed. It 
seeks to protect the farmer in his 
contracts. Also protects tenant. 

"A hires B as laborer or cropper 
or rent him a farm. B abandons 
his contract and seeks employment 
with C. If, in hiring B, even for 
one day, or renting lands to him,C 
fails to take his affidavit to the pfs 
feet that he is not already under 
written contract, he (C) becomes 
liable in certain fixed damages to it, 
or may be prosecuted for a misde - 
meanor. 

"If, however, C takes such an 
affidavit from B, be is fully pros 
tected, but B is guilty of false 
swearing, and may bo prosecuted 
therefor. 

"The result will generally be 
that, deterred by fear of prosecu- 
tion, B will refuse to mak a false 
affidavit, and as be cannot' obtain 
any sort of employment without 
doing so, will find it to his advant- 
age to carry out his original con - 
tract. 

"It willbe seen, therefore, that 
the affidavit is the strong point of 
the law. It must be taken in every 
instance, no matter how shoit the 
time for which the party is hired, 
nor what sort of a contract is 
made with him.

The Hand is about the only 
mine in this county that was able 
to stand the storm in this section, 
on account of being under ground 
work. Only about a day was 
lost, caused by the snow darning 
up and breaking off the water!

An expert from 
Atlanta is up engaged in remod- 
dleing all the silver plates. It is 
more convenient and cheaper to 
do this than to send the plates off 
for the purpose. 

Now that the directors have 
about determined to build a dam 
at Grindle's shoals and use elec- 
tric power so as to overcome one 
trouble caused by insufficient wa- 
ter to run the entire Consolidated 
plant down at -the Hand during 
the dry season, the present water 
power could be turned baek into 
the Barlow canal when the elec- 
tric work is completed and the 
bed of Cane Creek worked by hy* 
draulic lifts. This would be a 
much cheaper and more profitable 
plan to work this rich placer dig- 
gings than by any other method, 
say old experienced miners. Then 
besides this the water is needed on 
the Barlow mine.. Matters not 
how rich a mine is it is worthless 
without some power to work it 
and this is the condition the Bar- 
low is in now. 

It is the intention of the Stan- 
dard Co, to resume work at the 
Singleton mine. This is good 
property and will pay well with 
e proper management, but with- 
out it the mine is a dead expense 
which has been thoroughly dem- 
onstrated. Only a few years 
ago when belonging to a different 
company a gentlemen from Ken- 
tucky, having no gold mining ex- 
perience, was put in charge of the 
Singleton, who superintended it 
for months and never made ex- 
penses except one or two of them, 
which was very discouraging to 
its owners.
